In spite of the oppesition of the Chi- 
cage board of underwriters and mem- 
bers of the finance committee, the city 
council yesterday adopted the “ double 
platoon ” system for the fire department 
by a vote of 58 te 14. 

The new system becomes effective 
April 1, 1917—previded the council ap- 
propriates the money in the budget to 
pay for the necessary additional men. 
Members of the fre department, who 
crowded the galleries, were jubilant 
over the passage of the ordinance. It 
provides in effect that for every day of 
werk the fireman is te be given d day 
of. Under the terms of the ordinance 
no member of the department under 
the rank of battalion chief can be com- 
pelied to be on duty at the engine house 
more than twenty-four heurs out of 
cach forty-eight. At present the maxi, 
mum is hours out of seven 
ty-two.

What, then, does the law give to the minority 


The law provides for a commissien of three to 
observe its operation for nine months from Jan. 
1. During this nine months and one month after 
the commission's report, the compensation of the 
operating employés “for a standard eight hours’ 
workday shall not be reduced below the present 
standard day’s wage,” and not less than pro rata 
is to be paid for overtirhe, 

In other words, these operating employés are to 
receive during this trial period the same pay for 
eight hours or its equivalent in distance as they 
now receive for ten hours or its equivalent. If 
they work overtime, they are to receive pay at 
the same rate. 

_ There are serious questions of ‘interpretation 
jammed through congress t that even its sponsors 
confess they don’t know what it means. But this 
is the most favorable interpretation of it. 

At best it is a wage raise for a minority of 
highly paid operatives. It is in no sense an eight 
hour law and no victory, for the cause of shorter 
hours of: labor. 

If it stands it means an increase of the cost 
of transportation which must eventually come 
out of the pocket of the consumer—that is, the 
wage earners, the farmers, and every, other class. 
What is spent must be paid for. 

This law, which was a political vote catcher, is 
of no benefit to any wage earner except the men 
already paid comparatively high wages for oper- 
ating trains. In the end it will cost all wage 
earners money. 

The paramount interest — if 
this election is to place in power a party which 
will pretect his standard of living and the Amer- 
ican wage scale against the competition of low paid 
labor in Europe. The paramount interest of labor 
in this campaign is to provide for American busi- 
ness after the European war ceases and the pro- 
tection the war has given us for two years is 
withdrawn.

As soon as he had graduated from the 
Vienna university he became a clerk in 


the department of commerce and worked 


his way up to the chieftaincy of the bu- 
reau. When, in the early nineties, it 
was decided to found a new division ot 
the department, for work in connection 
with the treaties of commerce, he was 
appointed as its organizer. 

In 1895 he succeeded M. von Bilinski 
as head of the state railroad depart- 
ment, which post he retained until Pre- 
mier Count Badeni, in sore need. of 
strong lieutenants, caused him to be 
appointed minister of the interior. 
This brought him inte contact with 
the emperor, and so pleased was the 
sovereign by what he saw of him in the 
stormy days of the Count Thun admin- 
istration that he raised him to the 
Austrian house of lords, created him a 
baron, and insisted on his being retained 


in office in the subsequent cabinets of 


Baron Gautsch and of Count Clary. 

In 1900, when he was for the first time 
intrusted with the premiership, Baron 
von Koerber was still spoken of by his 
| foes as merely a glorified civil service 
clerk. But he showed himself not only 
extremely sensible, but also quite mas- 
terful, and it is no exaggeration to state 
that during his premiership there was 
more accomplished in the way of de- 
velopment of industry, in the construc- 
tion of canals and railroads, and in the 
fostering of the economic welfare and 
prosperity of Austria than during any 
other administratiog, before or sjnce. 

For the last two years he has been 
minister of finance for the dual empire; 
that is to say, for both the Austrian 
and Hungarian moieties thereof. As 
such he has had the task of creating 
the monetary supplies to meet the colos- 
sal expenditures incurred by the gov- 
ernment during the present war. In 
spite of the appalling difficulties by 
which he has been confronted, he has 
managed to retain the confidence ‘of all 
classes, and therefore his appointment to 
the premiership of Austria, in the place 
of the weak and vacillating Count 
Stuergk, cannot fail to meet with gen- 
eral approval among his fellow coun- 


trymen. 
— 


Emperor William and his government 
have just issued a decree to the effect 
that all the golden coinage of Germany 
is to be reminted between now and the 
ist of January, after which the gold 
coins now in existence will cease to be 
current, or to be acceptable as legal 
tender. The hoarding of gold coin un- 
der the present conditions is regarded 
as an offense against. the laws of de- 
fense and subject to fine, imprisonment, 
and confiscation. In spite of this much 
gold coin has been secretly retained and 
the new decree is devised in order to 
compel its surrender. After the ist of 
January the present gold coins will be 
of no further use in Germany, and the 
only thing that Germans will be able to 
do with them, if they succeed in retain- 
possession thereof, will be to dispose 
of them abroad, as ordinary bullion, for 
reminting as foreign coins.

But when, at the beginning of the 
eighteenth century, King Louis XIV. of 
France called upon the great nobles and 
dignitaries of the court of Versailles to 
make a similar sacrifice of their superb 
collections of gold and silver plate, they 
took nothing in return, the surrender 
of their treasures being in the nature 
of a patriotic gift to the state, in order 
to enable it to carry on the war then 
in progress, and which culminated in the 
victory of Denain. 

Everything went into the melting pot, 
including all the masterpieces of the 
gold and silversmith’s art, of that in- 
comparable artist in metal, Thomas 
Germain, goldsmith to Le Roi Soleil.“ 
Nothing was gaved, and the drawings 
and designs alone remained, in order 
to enable Germain's sons to reconsti- 
tute the pieces in pewter. 

The only gold table service of Thomas
